I A Mother murders her two Children. 

A correspondent of the Star forwards the 
following particulars of the tragedy which 
took place at Grahamatown last week, and 
which was briefly referred to b our tele- 
grams last Wednesday The shocking double 
murder at tha Thames Is canauig great ex- 
citement, la a small close between Golden 
Crown-street and Owen-strect there Is a cot- 
tage occupied by an industrious miner named 
John Wall, with his wife and two dsildren. 
About two o’clock on Saturday afternoon 
some boys playing at marbles In tho viebity 
observed the mother striking her children 
with an axe. Both children were then lying 
on the ground with their mother standing 
over them with the murderous instrument, 
naking repeitod brutal blows at the forms of 
her poor little offspring. A lad named Bax- 
ter at once gave the alarm, aud a man wlio 
was near looked down tho close and saw tho 
woTian deal two more frightful blows with 
the axo upon the little girl. Ho rushed to- 
waris tho spot, and a number of neighbors 
also ran in. The poor children were lying on 
the ground a few feet from tho verandah of 
Wall'? house, covered with blood. The 
womai when she saw Elliott and others, laid 
down '.ho axe with the utmost coolness and 
advanced towards them, making some remark 
about being “told to do it." Information 
was desjatched to the police, and Detective 
Brennas found tho children lying side by 
fide. Tio boy’s head seemed to have been 
battered b with tho thick end of the axe, the 
skull behg frightfully smashed, .and tlie 
brain prokuding between tho smashed bones. 
The little firl had evidently boon struck with 
tho sharp idgo across tho temple, splitting 
open the skill. A second blow had cut open 
her neck, inlicting a sickening wound. Both 
children wen alive when found, but beyond 
the hopo of recovery, Tho little victims 
were laid sioo by side in bed, with their 
hands strctclufi out towards each other, and 
there they diel^ the boy in about an hour 
and tho girl it about nil hour and a-half 
after. Tho wriichod mother was at once 
taken into custocy, but continued to exhibit 
tho greatest callouucss. The father on learn- 
ing the dreadful hlamity th.at had befallen 
his house was in a crriblo state of distress. 
During tho eight yeirs he has resided at the 
Thames he has bone tho character of a 
straightforward, hon^t, hard-working miner. 
Both he and his wifi are North of Ireland 
people, and arrived Iron Belfast In 1804. Mrs 
Wall appeared an iiiteligent, well-conducted 
woman, but was given '•<, drink. Bho is of 
vety strong build, and took In washing. 
Her husb.pd b.as oonst-nt work, so they 
wore not in want, but tig house was very 
bare of furniture, and mot of the woman’s 
earnings were spent by hor'm drink. She is 
not known to have procu^d much durin'^ 
tho three days previous to ihe murder, and 
this stoppage is supposed t< have rendered 
her temporarily insane. He. husband says 
ho went to work as usual on faturday morn- 
ing, when his wife appeared in her usual 
health and spirits, but some nighbors state 
that she had been rather stmere for two 
days. On being taken to the watch-house 
her clothes were covered with hood, and in 
reply to questions from Inspecto Bullen as 
to the house she said, “1 mus bemad,” 
The Inspector said “Why. what yakoa you 
say that/’— ehe replied “Bocaua I have 



killed my children — but they told mo to do 
it.” It is not clear who was meant, but it is 
thought that she imagined she heard voices 
and was in a state of delirium. At the in- 
quest the husband gave his wife a high cha- 
racter, and said they lived very happily. 
She had never showed any cruelty towards 
tha children. 



The Gamtbrs’ Hells of San Francisco, 

These robber- dens aro fitted up liko 
“ palaces of truth,” and aro responsible for 
far greater evils than flow from the homes of 
the Cyprian or the procuress. Hero is the 
initial training that changes the generous 
fire of youth into the lurid covetousness that 
destroys— that transforms tlio bravo man 
into tho bully, that kills out every lioly seii- 
timentj and makes of man a bc,ast of prey — 
cold as ice, cruel as hell, and selfish as a 
miser. Of all tho grades of life, of all tho 
varied species of humanity, the gambler takes 
pre-eminonea in all that is vicious. I speak 
of the practised gambler, who, like the con- 
firmed drunkard, bos become diseased by tbo 
practice of his life, and sinks out of manhood 
into tho kingdom of tha devil and the nature 
of a beast. San Francisco is full of gamblers. 
Some of her leading financial men have been 
knights of tho green cloth, and their shoot- 
ing at tho faro table has not been forgotten. 
With tho exception of ordinary trade, every 
enterprise is a gatno. But only those who 
know it ever win. All our stock-jobbing is 
a big gamble. Our railway and steamboat 
enterprises aro just so many cards in tho 
hands of professional gamblers. The s.amo 
principle is at work in our legislative hulls, 
and no great scheme is ever propounded s.avo 
with tho view of making a game and pocket- 
ing the wiuuings. Of courso wo have hun- 
dreds of gambling hells, where Art and 
Science have quarrelled in the effort to out- 
live e.ach other, and Beauty stands weeping 
over tho conflict. These traps for the un- 
wary are well known to tho police force, but 
tho latter are mere “ brigands in grey” who 
play into the hands of tho gamblers. Tho 
Chief of Police in this city is a wino and 
spirit merchant. He spent his four years’ 
pay in securing his election. Why? Tho 
reason is obvious. “Cockrill’s Sour Mash” 
is now found In every saloon, and in tho 
hives and dens of the gambler. It is loudly 
asserted by tho Press hero that tho Chief of 
tbo Police and his ontiro staff are paid tools 
of the professional gambler. Bo that as It 
may, the city is full of faro tables, where the 
“hogging” game is in full blast. Tho un- 
tutored innocent who enters one of these ren- 
dezvous of the devil leaves it invariably 
“cleaned out.” Tlie arrangement of theso 
gaming-houses Indicates a certain amount of 
refinement, for there is nothing glaring or 
gaudy about them— nothing to make a youth 
feel that ho is not at home. Thero is not 
much drinking, and into very few of tlie dens 
aro womp permitted to enter. But tho art 
of clieating has been reduced to a science — 
or, as tho street plir.aso goes, “ a do.ad open 
and shut,” — ^and tho usual excitement of 
European gaming haunts is absent. Como 
with me into^ one of theso chanco banka, and 
you will bo intensely disgusted by the total 
absence of all that has made so much capital 
for tho novelist and tho dramatist. Tho wild 
glara in tho oyo, tho hard-set mouth, the 
rigid features of the player, .are simply indi- 
cations of a liigh-Btrung intellect, and of a 
will sot upon a purpose. But I have seen 
the same facial expression in countless places 
of busiueas. 'Tis .also true th.at at tho close 
of a night’s gaming men go away utterly pon- 
niless. I have seen such men, and there was 
not any heart-despair evidenced on their pale 
faces. There was no dishevelled hair float- 
ing on the morning breeze ; no wild anguish 
in tho fiery eyes ; no unsteadiness in tlio 
gait ; no rusliing, or running, or upsetting 
ordinary conduct. These men had lost. Tho 
winners— well, if thero was any sadness about 
tho affair, they wore it. Can you not eco 
tlial tills spirit of g.amhling has ao permeated 
the whole community that its cxcitonieut is a 
thing of the past ? There is no longer any 
fun in it, tho soul-absorbing amusement. It 
is business, pure and unmixed. Very fre- 
quently, however, .an undiscipliuod gamester 
gets into ono of those houses, forgets the 
“good form” of tho gambler, Josc.s his 
tempier, and is qnictiy put down with a bullet 
in his skull or a knifo at his heart. Every 
gambler is armed, and ready at any moment 
to kill or bo killed. Ceremony is scant, iiml 
like true garabicra they never talk. M'ith 
them silrnoo is indeed gnhlen. — S.an Fran- 
cisco correspondent of N.Z. IhrtM.

At tho last monthly meeting of the Wakatipu 
Hospital Committee, the Secretary stated 
that the bank overdraft amounted to L.390 
and further accounts due would add L.lOO to 
tliat sum. Tho Mail reports tliat a warm 
discussion took place as to how this state of 
financial depression had come about. It was 
shown that there existed numerous instances 
where patients had been admitted to the in- 
stitution, subscribers and non-subscribers, 
who had _ neglected to pay anything since 
their admittance. Some of these wore known 
to be in a position to pay for the privileiros 
extended to them, but had failed to do so. 
So much had tho Hospital suffered from this 
state of tilings, that it was resolved to pub- 
lish in the local paper for twelve months the 
following notice That except incases of 
clear emergency,— to be certified to by Dr 
Douglas, with a statement to the Committee 
of the nature of the case, —no patient bo ad- 
mitted to the Wakatip Hospital except such 
patient has been a subscriber of one guinea 
for a period of two months previous to seek- 
ing admission ; or in default of being a sub- 
scriber as aforesaid, shall pay the maximum 
sum of L.2 10s per week on admission, and 
afterwards a similar sum weekly in advance ; 
and that the attention of the doctor and 
wards nian of the Hospital be called to this 
resolution, which the Committee wish to be 
carried out to tho letter.” Seeing that the 
Clyde hospital had recently to be lifted out 
of a similar position,— brought about through 
precisely the same cause,— by the Goveni- 
ment placing to the Committee’s credit a 
special grant of L.160, it will be wiso fur our 
local body to profit by the lesson, and rigidly 
to enforce payment by those who are in a 
position to make good thu expenditure in- 
curred on their behalf. A perusal of the list 
of patients from this district who found 
succour in the Duustan Hospital last year 
shows tliat a large proportion of tlieni were 
in good positions, and some possessed con- 
siderable means, yet the Inirdeu of their 
uiaiiitonancB was charged against tlio district, 
and the Government was obliged to recognise 
that the Clyde institution had claims of a 
special nature. One of two things in this 
instance is apparent : either tlio patients 
acted in a despicably mean manner, or the 
Committee were most negligent in trying to 
cullect the dues from the patients. In every 
community there are those who 'will take 
advantage of any benefit institution' at the 
sacrifice of .all manly principle so long as they 
save their pocket ; and it is characters such 
as these who bring our hospitals to tho veroo 
of bankruptcy, and, besides, generally have 
the worst word against the institution when 
it is in financial difficulties. And, worst of all, 
the unfortunate poor are made to suffer by 
reason of tho conduct of such as we have just 
referred to, as committees in self defence 
are forced to make all-ronnd regulations 
in order to hedge themselves against fraud. 
Witli two Biicli forcible examples before them 
as the AViikatipu and Clyde Hospitals pre- 
sent, no doubt the Management of our newly- 
established local institution will guard against 
being driven to the same extremities by 
allowing well-to-do patients to assume for 
the time being tlie garb of destitution. De- 
serving cases should be treated with due 
consideration, but with the class to whom 
we liavo more especially referred the Regu- 
lations should be adhered strictly. All 
honest, honorable men will then feel that in 
supporting tho Institution they are uphold- 
ing a haven of refuge to the indigent sufferer, 
wliile at the same time they may them- 
selves enter without a feeling that they 
aro existing upon tlie charity of others. 
At the present time, unfortunately, tho 
Cromwell Hospital Is taxed to its full accom- 
modation, and unless a wiso discrimination 
is exercised it will take the Management all 
their time to make both ends meet, even with 
.a fair proportion of paying patients. The 
expenditure in connection with the Institution 
must necessarily bo large, but by judicious 
and economical supervision tho Committee 
will no doubt be enabled to avoid financial 
embarrassment. \Vo are ple<ased to see that 
residents thnmghout tho district respond 
liberally according to their means in aid of 
tho Institution, thus evincing their desire to 
have it maintained in a manner conducive 
to the welfare of those wlio have the misfor- 
tune to seek its shelter, and also with credit 
to those wlin in health contribute to its sup- 
port. Nothing is so blighting as poverty, 
either in the individual or corporation ; and 
ill the case of a hospital it is sufficient to 
expect the Board of Management, who act 
without fee or reward, tliat they carefully 
administer the affairs of the infirmary, with- 
out also requiring them to tax their brains 
how to keep clear of the shoals of ban kruptcy. 
Of course much, very much, depends upon 
their ability to properly control the Institu- 
tion to the satisfaction of tliose who provide 
the means for its existence ; and so long as 
they do this, so long will the public cheer- 
fully tax themselves to maintain so necc.ssaiy 
an adjunct to a large and settled population 
—especially on tlie Goldfields, wliere, it may 
bo said with more than ordinary force, tliat 
no man “knows what a day may brine 
forth."

We 
have reason to believe the gentleman enquired 
for is at present located in the Arrow district, 
wheie he has been settled for many years, and 
wo wish him luck of his apparent good fortune, 

In the House of Representatives last 
Wednesday . .evening, Mr Stafford brought up 
the Public Account Committee's report, which 
recommended' that notice should be given to de- 
termine the present agreement with the Bank 
of New Zealand, and that tenders should he 
invited from all banks in the Colony to take the 
Colonial account. With respect to Mr Bridges’ 
evidence, the Committee reported that his im- 
putations and inferences are absolutely unwar- 
ranted, and without foundation. 

A meeting of the Cromwell Cricket

In niiiiiiig matters throughout the dis- 
trict there is not milch worthy of special chroni- 
cle at present, althnugb there are not wanting 
signs that the approaching summer will bring 
with it a busy and we hope a prospernus Beason° 
All the companies are getting iu train for realis- 
ing on the dead work of tile winter months, am! 
no doubt, our gold returns will shortly show a 
considerable increase in bulk. From the Car- 
I rick we learn that the Star of the East Company 
I will clean up to-morrow, and a fair c.ake is ex- 
jpectedfroni this mine. The Young Australian 
I machine is going night and day, and the stuff is 
looliiug well. The Try Again Company have 
started crushing, and the shareholders are hope- 
ful of a good return. At Bendigo, Rooney .and 
party have commenced carting stoue to the 
Aurora mill It is anticipated the outcome from 
the stone in this company’s mine will be rich, 
as the stone looks exceptionall.v weighted with 
the precious met.al. The Lucknow Company 
have also started crushing operations, and it is 
to be hoped the sharehnlilers in this venture 
will be rewardel for their patience and perse- 
verance. We hear that the reef has been traced 
higher in the Great Bi-itain, and that the stone 
now shows about 15 inches thick, with good 
prospects. Altogether, the mining interest looks 
healthy, and promises farther improvement.

misstatement as to yield from the trial crushinv. 
and also pretty strongly expressed their opinion 
of the imprudence of those w'ho have been the 
means of circulating the untruthful returns. 
The following is copy of a letter which they 
hav'e ordered to he piibliaiied The Direc- 
tors of the Company regret that a false state- 
ment has been printed and circulated tiiroiigli- 
out the country regarding tlie trial crushing of 
two tons of stone frorn this rci-f, 'Tlie tria;

0. P. Seeks Legal Advice. 

Cape Squally, Kawarau, 

October 22, 1875. 

Sir,— Tom and I convened a meeting of 
ourselves last Monday evening to consider a 
difficulty concerning our quartz reef, and we 
agreed to get legal advice. For this purpose 
my mate travelled next morning. The re- 
ault I now give yon in strictest confidence. 
Tom is responsible for the truth of the par- 
ticulars. Hear it, then, in his own words : — 

“On arriving at old Thingytnejig’s stables, 
I asked tho groom who was the best lawyer 
knocking about ? Says ho : ‘ I think Ginger 
is the smartest ceve, for he often comes in 
our bar and talks law, and the lot of long 
words ho uses with foreign lingo would asto- 
nish you ( and ho always winds up with, 
“Bill, have a drink; but mind, no heel- 
taps.” ■ I believe that man is the cleverest 
chap in these parts.’ So I took Bill’s advice, 
and knocked at the side-door of a queer- 
looking sort of a building. It looked all 
the world like a house made to go on wheels. 
I heard afterwards from Bill that it was 
built to run on Block IX., to be shifted at a 
moment’s notice. I heard a voice inside say, 
‘ Come in ;’ but it was easier said than done, 
for the handle would not work the latch, and 
a knife inside had to bo applied. When I 
entered, I felt just as I used when I was a 
hoy, and had to go to the dentist’s ; but the 
gentleman soon made me feel quite easy. 
He begged me to be seated on a box all 
handy like, and took my hat ; said he knew 
me quite well, and asked if the gold in my 
claim was looking pretty well? Says I; 
‘ Yes, thankee, sir ; it looks pretty well when 
it is there, I am much obliged to you.’ Says 
he, — Is it coarse or fine gold you are on? 
I told him sometimes one and sometimes the 
other, just according. He asked me if I had 
a mate ? I told him in course I had you, at 
which he said he knew you quite well too. 
I think he knows everybody in the country. 
I then told him we hsid discovered a quartz 
reef in our alluvial claim, and wanted to 
know if we could lawfully hold both at the 
same time, the one being, so to speak, inside 
the other. Says I ; ‘ Would tho quimtz reef 
grant interfere with the claim grant, or the 
other way, as we do not want to lose the 
claim, d’ye see ?’ ‘ Oh,’ says he, ‘ I see your 
case quite plainly. I had a brief for a simi- 
lar case when I was doing business in Dead- 
horse Gully, Mount Elephant. It was con- 
sidered by the Supreme Court the most com- 
plicated one ever brought before it. The 
case was stated thus A line of quartz reef 
washed off by a number of men ran through 
an alluvial claim the property of another 
party, who coutended^miie majua confincf 
se miwiis— that the reef, so far as it ran 
through the boundaries of the alluvial claim, 
belonged to the alluvialists. The ground 
was rich, and the trial protracted. There 
were three lawyers on each side, Eventually 
1 believe the reef and claim were sold to pay 
expenses, and the men went to some other 
place to try their luck. But it was a splen- 
did case, and Mr A., whom I advised, gave 
me £50 for ray trouble in working up law 
points. Your difficulty is very similar, and 
I think I can pull you through. Just mark 
oil’ your quartz claim, and apply for it with- 
out reference to your alluvial claim, and get 
a certificate ; and if anyone tries to jump 
your present claim, we will make up a case in 
equity. Your long tail-race, the number of 
years lost in bringing in a race, the £1000 

you have spent without returns ’ ‘ But,’ 

says I, ‘ we have done veiy well, sir, in our 
.alluvial claim.’ ‘ Never mind that,’ says he, 
‘ that will be for the other side to find out. 
We will only enumerate our hardships. 
Gains in such cases are always concealed by 
the legal maxim, Abfft bene, nildeeperandum; 
and it our weak point is discovered, we will 
argue a law point to stick to tho reef, and 
appeal if we lose, so that you can get all you 
can out of the alluvial in tho meanwliik, and 
secure the roof claim.’ I thanked him kindly 
for his advice, and was just going, when he 
said ; ‘ Your case is a very troublesome one, 
but as you and your mate are old friends of 
mine, I will toke you through it if it comes 
to a law case for five guiucas, and I think I 
will not charge more than a guinea just now, 
and fiveshilliiigs for entering up the case.’ 
I thought this very considerate and kind of 
him, and gave him a note and a half sov., 
which he put into his breeches pocket. He 
(lid not give me any change, but asked me if 
I would have a glass of wine. I thanked 
him, and we went down to one of the pub- 
lics, whore he shouted for us both. I felt 
quite proud to be seen drinking with such a 
swell as had had one time fifty pounds for a 
case like ours. Ho is not e.xaotly what they 
calls a full-fledged lawyer, 1 believe, though 
ho s.aid he was all the same, except that he 
was not registered in this country. He did 
not give mo any change, but I suppose he 
forgot it, and I thought it would be mean to 
romiad him. And he behaved just like a 
gentleman : sent his kind regards to you, 
caliiug you Mr Pick, and shaking hands with 
me, all in my moleskins and jumper. Do 
you think, Collins, we should send him the 
five guineas just to work up our case, as he 
calls it ?” 

When Tom had finished spe.aking, I took 
my pipe out of ray mouth, and said quietly ; 
“ The next time, Tom, wo want legal adyice, 
1 think it will be ray turn to go.”

October 21, 1875. 

Mining matters are dull just now, the rise 
in the Shotover compellmg tho river-bed 
claimholders to suspend operations until the 
New Year. We have hod some very heavy 
rain hero during the last week. The crush- 
ing of the Fheenix claim is reported to have 
averaged five ounces to the ton. If this con- 
tinue wo may augur prosperity for the dis- 
trict. It will put new life into the real staple 
of gold raining,— quartz reefing. 

Our Corporation have come to an amicable 
settlement with Mr Rubertsoa. All further 
legal proceedings are stopped, and they are 
about to issue debentures which no doubt 
will meet with a ready sale, at good prices. 
Oiir security (the rates) is excellent. Hates 
and fees amount to about £800, and a tithe 
of this amount will keep our streets in order. 
We have an nnlimited supply of excellent 
road metal— shingle — for the trouble of cart- 
ing it a few yards from the shore of the lake. 
£600 per annum, even if Corporations do 
not get the promised Government subsidy, 
can be relied on as permanent security for 
any loan. If the pound for pound grant is 
given by the Government, this amount will 
be increased by £411 more. Few Corpora- 
tions can go into the market in such a posi- 
tion as this, 

Our trout ova promise well. There are 
about 1000 being hatched now. If these live 
the Lake and its tributaries will then be 
Stocked with 2000 altogether. Their rate of 
increase when they begin to spawn is asto- 
nishing, and here we have neither otters nor 
pike to destroy them, That the water is 
favorable to their growth is already proved. 
A few got out of toe boxes last year into a 
little stream that runs through Mr Howell’s 
gardens. Here they remained until a few 
days ago unsuspected. When discovered, 
they had grown to six inches in length, and 
were so Uvely that there was considerable 
difficulty experienced in capturing them. 
Mr Worthington’s attention and zeal are be- 
yond all praise, It is to be hoped that his 
labour and trouble will be crowned with suc- 
cess, both for his own gratification and the 
good of toe district. Snooess will be of great 
importance to toe Wakatip, as the number of 
onr tourists would be doubled could wo pro 
vide trout-fishing to add to the attractions of 
Qur mountain scenery. 

pur neighbors at Arrowtown have had toe 
services of their volunteer corps accepted. 
It was refused at first, evidently from the 
ignorance of the Government officials, who 
thought it too inaccessible. Our member, 
Mr Pyke, however, took the trouble to en- 
lighten them on our local geography, and by 
his influence the corps will bo formed. It is 
very strange that you do nothing in this di- 
rection at Cromwell. Your population com- 
pares favorably with that of Queenstown or 
the Arrow, and you must have a number of 
young men to whom military drill would be 
acceptable. Besides, a little local jealousy 
and emulation are often very useful. You 
should not be beaten or overshadowed by 
your rivals if you can help it. There is a 
large quantity of this useful commodity at 
Arrowtown, nor are we deficient in a fair 
share. So go in for volunteering. 

The Rev. D. Ross, Presbyterian minister, 
and one of the leaders in toe Good Templar 
movement, was entertained at tea on Mondjiy 
evening by that body, as a token of respect 
for his zeal in the cause. He is leaving the 
district for a short time, as his bealto has i 
been impaired from over-work. I believe, 
that after the heavy guns of toe lodge had j 
retired to attend another meeting, the mem- 
bers enjoyed a dance,— carrying «ut tho old 
adage about toe cats and mice. It is asto-i 
nishing how long it takes all the “ isms” to I 
change human nature. PeopH cannot be ; 
got to see the mischief that m>y arise from : 
recreation, Unhappy moths 1 

The Government forwarded some immi- 
grants to us a few days ago without making 
any provision for their board.^showing how 
we are likely to be served from the great 
centre, Wellington. If it hid not been for 
tile kindness of Mr Betts, Our Mayor, who 
put himself to considerabb trouble in the 
matter, they might have bo*n here soma days ' 
before the townspeople would have known j 
of their distress. Even the police had no ■ 
instructions concerning bem, and there was 
no matron at the depot. 

Our Volunteer corps S in coursa of re-for- 
mation. The Govemi®iit_ is about to issue 
the new breeoh-Ioadiig rifles, and having 
withdrawn the old axns some time ago, we 
were resting on our oars, The inspecting 
officer visited us thif week, and insisted on 
a large muster befo^ sending up the rifles. 
Captain Worthington, receiver of gold re- 
venue, etc., has resgned tho captaincy, owing 
to the increased tork in his office not per- 
mitting him to atend sufficiently to the con- 
trol of the corapny and management of its 
affairs. Mr H.P. Macklin has been elected 
in his stead. 

Our Fire Jrlgade is defunct,— a serious 
matter to th» town, built as it is for the 
greater part of timber. It is to be hoped 
that our Coiporation will soon be at liberty 
to attend tomch a matter of vital importance 
as this. Tiey certainly have had much to 
do lately, )ut municipal affairs have now got 
into a goid working groove, and the Fire 
Brigade (Ught to be re-organised as soon as 
possible. 

There are many complaints against the 
Govemnent for toe delay in opening the 
railwayto Daniels’ crossing. If this occurred 
under Provincial management, we would 
never near the end of it. The rapidity of 
cunstnetion of toe Port Chalmers line con- 
trastrmoat favorably with the inefficiency of 



North Island management. There is reason 
to think that public opinion here is taking 
toe direction of one province for each island, 
with federation. It is quite clear that red- 
tapeism wielded at such a distance will ruin 
remote districts like ours. 

The Wellington disclosures have excited 
considerable attention here, and have sur- 
prised those who have not hitherto paid at- 
tention to politics. The outlying districts of 
the Provinces, having only been concerned 
with toe Provincial centres, know nothing of 
the capital, except that hazy enchantment 
or illusion given to it by distance and igno- 
rance. But now that close scrutiny is drawn 
to it by the proposed constitutional changes, 
it is fast losing toe verdure of distance, and 
will soon appear in all its greed and hideous 
deformity. Tho Ohinerauri miners' rights 
swindle and the transactions with the Bank 
of New Zealand might only have excited a 
ahrug of the shoulders had we heard of their 
occurrence in toe United States or Mexico ; 
but here we have the “ring" in full working 
swing right under toe nose of our central 
administration. And to make matters worse, 
we are handng them over toe whole affairs of 
the Colony to manipulate. Unhappily our 
population take little interest as yet in poli- 
tics, but they will understand the Ohinemuri 
miners’ right transaction. The land was the 
natives’, and both miners and capitalists tried 
to purchase. Tho Government stepped in 
and prevented this, making its own bargain 
for the land. Promises were made that the 
miners’ rights would all be ready for issue at 
the same time, so that toe holders might have 
a fair start. But more than two hundred 
were issued ten hours before the appointed 
time by a small ring of officials, and no no- 
tice is taken of it, until it is raked up by 
Parliament. An official 1s offered a share as 
a bribe, — does not take it himself, but allows 
his subordinate to accept It. He has not 
been dismissed, And to crown all, an ex- 
manager of the Bank of New Zealand states 
openly that an overdraft of £6000 against one 
of toe ministers was wiped out for his sanc- 
tioning toe purchase of the Port Chalmers 
railway the General Government. Can a 
Government of this stamp get honest ad- 
ministration? I strongly recommend the 
Abolition party to read, mark, learn, end 
inwardly digest too above. Is onr public 
politico-moral principle one whit more hones’. ? 
Is not the whole pound-for-pound system one 
huge public bribe ? One consolation remaini : 
there is little probability of toe bribes being 
paid. A few rings are hard to feed, and 
demos will have little but a fine estate in 
bankrupt railway stock. It seams proved to 
a demonstration that the promise of another 
loan to pay the municipal and road-boarl 
bribe, and circulate more cash in toe centres 
of population, will enable them to carry an- 
other fourteen years for the runhnlders, sell 
large blocks at 16s 74d per acre, and raise 
land on deferred payments to AOs, Of cotirse 
our Goldfields members are men of irra- 
proitchablo virtue, and have a stem sense of 
public duty. We cannot imagine any Bank 
or association offering to draw the pen 
through one of their overdrafts ; and hence 
we may make certain of seeing them at once 
in opposition. Of course, if it were not for 
their high political status, and that of a few 
members from other places I could mention, 
things no doubt would be much worse. No 
Government, except one of stem integrity, 
could expect the support of toe Goldfields 
and Southland members. We are now going 
through the same evolution as that experi- 
enced by a neighboring Colony In the days 
of toe old Victorian Association. 

_ The Oddfellows are getting up a great pic- 
nic for the 9th November. They have char- 
tered the Jane Williams to go to toe Green- 
stone and islands on tho Lake.

The Crown Terrace Q.M. Company have 
received return* of the two tons of quartz 
sent to Skippers for crushing to the Messrs 
Southberg. The yield is I oz 4dwts per ton, 
which is considered very satisfactory, us toe 
reef is from 18in to 24in thick, and it is as- 
serted that toe stone was not picked, but a 
fair sample of the twenty or thirty tons which 
have been raised from the shaft, which Is 
now to be sunk to a depth of 40 or 60 feet in 
order to further test the lode. The total 
want of crushing machinery in the Arrow 
district is felt by those engaged in reef pros- 
pecting, in this case it cost £7 lOs per ton 
to convey the qnartz to_ Skippers. Splendid 
stone is still being raised from the Home- 
ward Bound reef at the 12-Mile, and Ita ap- 
pearance and prospects are entousiasticalfjr 
spoken of by numbers of visitors from here 
who have inspected it. It is stated to bo four 
feet thick, and looking very rich. Many 
parties are preparing to spend the summer 
in that locality ; and high hopes are enters 
tained of its future as a valuable quartz 
field. In the meantime, as no returns can 
be obtained from the reefs until the advent 
of machinery, and as toe Important deep 
sinWng operations of the Arrow United and 
Universal Companies are suspended during 
the erection of machinery In the latter case 
and the tmmpletion of the flood race in toe 
former, our gold returns are very low ; still 
there is no desponding on the part of those 
well acquainted with toe nature of the field, 
as it Is firmly believed that, in a year or two 
at the farthest, it will again take a leading 
position os a goldfield, in which case Us agri- 
cultural capabilities and healthy climate will 
greatly tend ter 'bring it into favor, and 
render It an important outpost, from which 
discovery will advance into the vast moun- 
tain regions which surround it. The Sons ol 
Fortune Company are breaking Into better 
looking ground with a softer rock in the bot- 
tom, and have ordered a set of sluice boxes 
in order to save the gold which they now 
expect to meet with in their main tunnel. 
The Messrs Fraser, who have been for many 
years working a sluicing claim at Bracken’s, 
have sold out to Greeves and party, who will 
take over the claim at the end of toe year. 

Mr W. Gilmour, toe miller, at Lake Hayes, 
is going home shortlv, after a residence of 
some years in this district, in which he has 
achieved a good position by his perseverance 
and industry. 

■The valuation of property in the Munici- 
pality by Mr H. J. Cope has been completed, 
and was adopted by the Council without any 
alteration. ■ 

It is stated that the Colonial Bank has 
purchased the stone building belonging 
to Mr James Marshall. It is an oppo- 
site comer lot to the new building of the 
Bank of Now Zealand and the Post and Tele- 
graph Office. 

The Good Templars announce their Inten- 
tion of holding sports on Boxing day, anil 
playing a temperance piece in the evening In 
aid of the building of a ball. The election 
of a district deputy for tho combined dis- 
tricts of Ctomwell and Wakatip will take 
place shortly, and the lodges here are anxious 
to see Mr H. P. Macklin, of Queenstown, re- 
turned. The last deputy Mr A. Peach was 
stationed at Cromwell, so it is felt that it 
would only be fair to agree to have tho office 
alternately in the Cromwell and Wakatip 
districts. 

The movement fora volunteer corps at the 
Arrow is reported to have found more favor 
with the Defence Minister than was at first 
accorded it, but no direct official communi- 
cation has yet been received here since the 
first, by which the application was declined. 

The farms and gardens are beginning to 
look well, and good crops are anticipated, toe 
spring having been moist and warm, in fruit 
especially large yields are looked for. 

SeverM tenders for gravelling and formation 
of portions of the main road through toe dis- 
trict are called for by tho Government, Mr 
Christenson who took a contract for gravel- 
ling and forming 24 chains of road from tho 
Municipality for £176, has thrown it up, 
alleging want of means os tho reason. His 
letter was read to the Council, who declined 
to receive it. 

The working of the Municipal bye-laws 
in regard to cattle trespass in the town 
is causing much Inconvenience to resi- 
dents, many of whom keep cows who have 
been used to graze in the neighborhood and 
return to their owners’ premises to be milked 
and fed, and the Inspector of Nuisances is

An application from the proprietor of the 
Commercial Hotel for permission to erect a 
verandah in front of his hotel on the main 
street has been declined by the Corporation 
as contrary to toe bye-laws, although several 
such erection are permitted to remain, as 
they were bnUt prior to the formation of the 
Municipality. Verandahs are an advantage 
as a protection from the heat and rain, but 
are very apt to result in obstruction of traf- 
fic, owing to the tendency ef people to stand 
abont under them, and even to bring out 
forms in front of hotels and ait smoking or 
talking on the street line. 

Mr Peter Butel reports having seen a trout 
of very large size in Hayes creek, near his 
mill. It was about three inches across tho 
back and nearly a foot in length, and it 
seems certain that toe fish are thriving 
moderately well in this stream.

EXPEDITION TO NEW GUINEA, 

' ' ■ ' intehestino pafticdlaks. 

The missionary atc.amer Ellen Gowtlan left 
Somerset on August 25, and proceeded to the 
south-west coast of New Guinea, and after 
intricate navigation, wore the ship through 
reefs and sandbanks, and entered, on the 1st 
September, a river, the mouth of which is .a 
mile and a-half wide. The land is low and 
swampy, with mangroves. - Proceeded 13 
miles, and anchored at sunset. A sharp 
watch was kept, but there were no natives. 
In tiio morning the party landed.* The 
river banks are 20ft high and are composed 
of pipeclay, Here we found native foot- 
prints, Saw distinct smoke, and tracks of 
wild boar were abund.ant. The width of the 
river here was half-.a-tnilo. The steamer 
proceeded upwards till U o’clock. The 
Bcenijry was delightful, with groves of bamboo 
of tropical growth, and open paths of forest 
.country. - - ■ ' : . 

Later in the day a canoe w'lth one occupant 
,waa seen. He dashed away to the scrubby 
bank and vanished, leaving his boat. The 
river banks became higher, with stately 
timber, and numerous streams and off-shoots. 
The steamer pursued the main channel. Ob 
serving the bamboo 'clumps thinned, a p.arty 
went ashore, and found that the bamboos 
had been felled by some sharp instrument. 
Botanical specimens were collected. The 
steamer wont 44 miles up the river, and an- 
chored at its junction with another large 
stream, the river here being a mile wide. 

The next morning the look-out reporting 
no natives, all went on shore, and fotiud 
plenty of fresh wafer, the river being brackish. 
The steamer went on till 3 in the afternoon! 
The river banks were heaiitifol, with large 
palms, 'resembling coena-nut, to the waters’ 
edge, ■; The steamer anchored 60 miles up the 
river, and sent a small lifeboat up a branch 
of the stream. The lifeboat went 12 miles, 
and saw a plantation six acres in width, with 
a. strong fence. It. containei yams, sugar- 
cane, and tobacco. No natives wore seen. 

■ The afeamet went on until the river got nar! 
rower, ' and the' water was quite fresh. It 
was estimated to bo 00 miles from the mouth 
by the windings.' 

A party now lauded, and found birds of 
Piradiae plentiful Shot three, and killed 
aii enormous bqa-coustrictor 1.6ft long. It 
hfid swallowed a k.augaroo. The party cut 
off the an.-ike’s head and tail They found 
cl6vcn-hoof tracks, supposed ta be made by 
biiffalops. Suddenly a great bird flew up, 
fnllv Ifift aernss its wings from tip to tip, and 
in flying made: a great noise. The partv let 
into the bark of the tree a photograph of 
Queen 'Vietoria, and f.ancifnllv suspended 
aTtie.Iea round the trunk, then fired a salute 
with amall-arms, and gave three cheers for 
: the Queen, after which they returned to the 
steamer. 

The ship Chevert also made explorations. 
The reefs were trouhlcaome, and she dropped 
anchor 1 8 miles from the mouth of the Katou 
■River and village of Mohatta. Next morning 
the ship w.as visited by two c,anocs, about 12 
men in each. In one was Waino, a chief of 
Mohatta, .and in the other Owta, a chief of 
another village. Bo.ats’ parties from the 
ship landed, nnmberin.g 22, and >vere re- 
ceived bv chiefs of the tribe. The manners 
and customs were the same as described by 
Mriresby, .Tnkes, and other visitors to New 
Guinea. The peonle are powerful and well- 
m.ade, jet black, with straight foreheads and 
aquiline noses ; hair woolly and in small 
tufts or compact ringlets. The men are 
naked, and the women have but a sc.antv 
covering round the loins, The women do all 
the work, and the men fish, hunt, and fight. 
Tliey have bamboo bows and arrows 4ft long, 
are gre.at navigators, and go long distance.s. 
Tl)cy hew canoes of l.arge size from the trunk 
of the cnra.l tree. There .are iiumorfm,s pigs, 
and no indication of eahniballsm, but human 
sknils are bprh in houses. Thirty miles from 
the coast, visible frnm the shin, aro man- 
groves or cocaanut palms, .and interminable 
m>ul flats, deniely covered with wees of all 
kinds and size.a The driest snnis are chosen 
.bv the natives for taro, .i.nd b.anana nlanta- 
tions, which .art intersected by many ditclie.s. 
The natives alst cnlt.iv.ate yams, sweet pota- 
toes, crotons, aid other shnwv-lcaved plants. 
The coiintrv produces likewise cocoa-nuts, 
sago, breadfruit, Ac. 

Parties from the ship walked along the 
beach, attendodby all tho picaninnie.sr who 
were delighted. Attempts to penetrate the 
jungle were ineffectual, but the next dn.v the 
steam launch wat started up the river, AVaino ' 
and Owta being on board. The K.atou is; 
200vds wide at tie mouth, but narrows to 
60yds and 30yds ji the highest point re.aehcd. ' 
For the first twi miles the river passes' 
through a dense Brest of mangroves, after- 
wards a very beaitiful p.alui country, where 
huge trees rise irora the surface to the 
height of nearly fOft, Behind these was a 
lofty, interminabli forest, excepting occa- 
sionally a banana ■>r taro plantation. Some 
lovely views were obtained of trees, birds, Ac. 

The expedition was now stopped by a tree 
across the river, aftir ascending eight nr nine 
miles, so they had to retnm. which w,as un- 
fortunate, It anpeamd that before ascending 
so far they ought tiihavn cnmniunica.ted with 
the chief of the village, but the guides were 
in hopes that their sudden arrival at the 
largest village would so surprise people that 
they might be easilr appeased ; hut their 
turning back scemei! to arouse the whole 
county. Frightful loises were made in all 
directions, and the hunch was app.arently 
followed some miles by infuriated savages. 
The natives, however, were pacified, and 
Biihsenunnily showed losnitallty. It. is enn- 
cluded that neither tip black nor vellow in- 
habitants are averse to foreign visits. — Mcl- 
' bourne correspondent, Otago Guardian.
